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Marble and Mosaic Vestibule, for an Apartment House on Madison Avenue, New York City. Designed by Edward Dewson. 



This vestibule is designed in the Empire style, broad and simple in treatment, yet dainty in its detail and coloring. The marble dado 
is nine feet in height, and of a rich sea green coloring; the ornamental wreaths are in intaglio. The floor is mosaic work in soft 
dull coloring, with a darker border; the woodwork of doors mahogany, dark finish, with plate glass openings, The 
transom over the outside door is of soft amber stained glass. The frieze is glass mosaic over mirrors to give re- 
fracted light, the coloring a rich intermingling of soft reds, olive, peacock blue, and buff over a broken 
ground of dull reds. The elaborately detailed cornice and arches are of plaster in finish and 
color to imitate the green marble of the dado, and the tiles in the arched ceiling are 
a soft, creamy buff, ' the whole forming a rich and agreeable color scheme.
